Indians Blasting Dacca; 
Pakistanis Plan Stand

Indian artillery opened fire on 


military targets today in Dacca, 
where the East Pakistani army 
apparently plans a last stand. 
An air and sea bombardment set 
fires raging in the main port of 
Chittagong, Indian military 
spokesmen said. 


A pooled dispatch from the 


Dacca said "the battle for 
Dacca began" and Indian ar- 
tillery fire set government 
houses ablaze downtown and hit 
several other targets within the 


East Pakistani capital. 


The dispatch reported East 


Pakistan's governor, A. M. 
Malik and 
his 
council of 


ministers resigned and with 
their families fled to the Red 
Cross neutralized zone at the 
Hotel Intercontinental, where 
about 65 were given sanctuary. 


An Indian Foreign Ministry 


spokesman reported it had been 
informed of this by the In- 
ternational 
Red 
Cross 
in 


Geneva. India was asked to 
make sure the Indian army and 


Bengali guerrillas were in- 
formed. The spokesman said 
"every practical precaution to 
insure the safety of these of- 
ficials" is being taken. 


Defense Minister Jagjivan 


Ram told India's Parliament "it 
is our hope that the process of 
liberating Bangla Desh will be 
completed soon," but at con- 
siderable cost to the Indian 
forces —1,978 killed in 11 days of 
fighting, 5,025 wounded, 1,622 
missing and 41 warplanes 
downed. He had no figures on 


Pakistani losses but reported 83 
Pakistan planes were destroyed. 
Bangla Desh is the seccessionist 
name for East Pakistan. 


Fighting on the western front, 


1,000 miles across India, was 
reported mainly to be air bat- 
tles. 


"All three advances 
are 


within artillery range of Dac- 
ca," added the spokesman. He 
said that the heaviest artillery 
being used by the Indians are 
130mm guns with a range of a 
little more than 15 miles.

News by definition is anything that is new to the person who is 


hearing it, seeing it, or reading it. But to a newspaperman it must 
also be something that interests a large number of the newspaper's 
readers. The reason for that is simple, and should be obvious 
Subscribers would not be subscribers if day after day they did not 
find a high percentage of the material in their newspapers in- 
teresting to them. They've paid for it. They deserve it. 


Against that background, then, an editor is always pleased 


when someone says — yes, they do say it once in a while: "That was 
sure a good piece you had in the paper yesterday.'' 


But, on the other hand, an editor always has to stop and ask 


himself whether he is doing his job right when someone says to him 
— and they do say it sometimes: "I want to thank you for putting 
that article in the paper." Of course we are always glad to have 
people pleased, but we always have the thought that if we do our job 
right, if we publish the most interesting material we have at hand, 
no one needs thank us. If the article referred to was something that 
was not news to the speaker, if it was something he already knew 
about, then we know he is thanking us for its publicity value for 
something he is interested in. 


Publicity is all right if it is incidental to news. If we publish 


something that is interesting to our readers, it is all right if it also 
gives someone or something some publicity. In fact, a large part of 
the news about local events is in that category. But if we leave out 
more interesting news to tell about something that only a few of our 
readers have much interest in, we know we have slipped. And if it is 
something that those few readers already know, then we know we 
have fallen on our faces.

Now heading for the 
bay of Bengal are the aircraft 
carrier Enterprise, amphibious 
as'sault ship Tripoli, guided 
missile frigate King, and guided 
missile destroyers Parsons, 
Decatur and Tartar Sam. 


At the same time, Soviet naval 


ships 
have 
been 
spotted 


steaming into the Bay of Bengal 
ostensibly to bolster India. 


Even more ominous, in- 


telligence reports are that 
Soviet technicians are aboard 
Indian naval craft that have 
attacked Pakistani harbor and 
shore installations. U.S., British 
and other foreign 
merchant 


ships have been hit in these 
attacks 


Rockets fired from under the 


ocean have also been tracked 
The 
Pakistani 
Navy 
has 


urgently requested U. S. help in 
determining 
whether 
the 


rockets could have been laun- 
ched from a Soviet submarine. 


Inside the White House, 


meanwhile, the President has 
made no attempt to hide his 
favoritism for Pakistan. He has 
developed a close personal 
relationship with Pakistan's 


dynamic 
President Yahya 


Khan. 


Nixon, accordingly, has or- 


dered his crisis team, known 
formally as the Washington 
Special Action Group, to find 
ways short of direct intervention 
to help Pakistan. The hush-hush 
group, headed by presidential 
policymaker Henry Kissinger, 
has been meeting almost daily 
in the White House's fabled 
secret Situation Room since the 
Indian-Pakistani outbreak. 


NIXON'S SECRET IRE 


At the December 3 meeting 


Kissinger snorted: "I'm getting 
hell every half hour from the 
President that we're not being 
tough enough on India. He has 
just called me again. He doesn't 
believe we're carrying out his 
wishes. He wants to tilt in favor 
of Pakistan. He feels everything 
we do comes out otherwise." 


Adm. 
Thomas 
Moorer, 


chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, reviewed the military 
situation. CIA chief Richard 
Helms also reported what his 
agents had found out about the 
fighting. 
Then 
Kissinger 


brought up the United Nations. 


"If the UN can't operate in 


this kind of situation 
ef- 


fectively," 
he growled, "its 


utility has come to an end, and it 
is useless to think of UN 
guarantees in the Middle East." 


"We'll 
have 
a 
recom- 


mendation for you this af- 
ternoon," promised Assistant 


State Secretary Joseph Sisco. 


"We have to take action," 


pressed 
Kissinger. "The 


President is blaming me, but 
you people are in the clear." 


"That's ideal!" retorted Sisco 


cheerily. 


There was discussion about a 


statement 
that 
had 
been 


prepared 
for 
Ambassador 


George Bush to deliver at the 
UN. Kissinger thought it was 
"too evenhanded" and ought to 
be tougher on India. 


To maintain a diplomatic 


balance, Sisco suggested that 
economic steps could be taken 
against India but that similar 
moves against Pakistan should 
be 
announced 
as 
"under 


review." 


'•It's hard to tilt toward 


Pakistan," grumped Kissinger, 
"if we have to match every 
Indian step with a Pakistan 
step." 


U. S. TOO GENTLE? 


At the next secret meeting on 


December 4, Kissinger reported 
that the President was still 
fuming over the gentle treat- 
ment U. S. spokesmen were 
giving India. 


"The President is under the 


'illusion' that he is giving in- 
structions," said Kissinger, "not 
that he is merely being kept 
apprised of affairs 
as they 


progress." 


Nixon, 
meanwhile, 
has 


disregarded several secret, 
urgent appeals from Kenneth 


Keating, the American Am- 
bassador in New Delhi, that the 
U. S. should be careful not to 
alienate India. 


He reported that he had 


received personal assurances 
from Indian Foreign Minister 
Swaran Singh not only that the 
populace 
welcomed 
the 


liberation of East Pakistan but 
that India had no intention of 
annexing 
the 
conquered 


territory. India had no wish, 
said Singh, to provide "even a 
semblance 
of 
Indian 
ad- 


ministration" but would permit 
the Bengalis to rule themselves. 


In another secret message, 


Keating sharply disputed a story 
put out by the White House about 
the Indian-Pakistani develop- 
ments. 


"I have made the foregoing 


comments," he concluded, "in 
the full knowledge that I may 
not have been privy to all the 
important facts of this tragedy. 
On the basis of what I do know, I 
do not believe those elements of 
the (White House) story either 
add to our position or, perhaps 
more importantly, 
to our 


credibility."

company But chances are it 
wasn't 


Large, 
financially strong 


companies so far have chosen to 
rely on self-insurance 
Many 


smaller companies are badly 
exposed, with neither the in- 
surance or the capability of 
surviving a recall 


Such companies are facing 


growing risks and maybe even 
bankruptcy as their products 
encounter government and 
customer vigilance against 
items considered to be health or 
safety hazards. 


The federal Food and Drug 


Administration alone ordered 
the recall of more than 1,400 
products last year, up more than 
500 from a year earlier The list 
included 365 foods, 927 drugs, 90 
devices and 44 cosmetics. 


Despite this, only a 
tiny 


percentage of companies have 
bothered to buy recall in- 
surance. In the entire country it 
is estimated that only about :>00 
companies have such coverage, 
despite its availability since 
1966

But to a new spaperm an it m ust 
also be som ething that interests a large num ber of the new spaper’s 
readers. The reason for th at is sim ple, and should be obvious. 
Subscribers would not be subscribers if day afte r day they did not 
find a high percentage of the m aterial in their new spapers in­ 
teresting to them. They’ve paid for it. They deserve it. 


Against that background, then, an editor is alw ays pleased 
when someone says — yes, they do say it once in a while: “ T hat was 
sure a good piece you had in the paper y e sterd ay .” 


But, on the other hand, an editor alw ays has to stop and ask 
him self w hether he is doing his job right w hen som eone says to him 
— and they do say it som etim es: “ I w ant to thank you for putting 
that article in the paper.” Of course we a re alw ays glad to have 
people pleased, but we alw ays have the thought that if we do our job 
right, if we publish the m ost interesting m aterial we have a t hand, 
no one needs thank us. If the article referred to was som ething that 
was not news to the speaker, if it w as som ething he already knew 
about, then we know he is thanking us for its publicity value for 
som ething he is interested in. 


Publicity is all right if it is incidental to news. If we publish 
som ething that is interesting to our readers, it is all right if it also 
gives someone or som ething som e publicity. In fact, a large p art of 
the news about local events is in that category. But if we leave out 
m ore interesting news to tell about som ething that only a few of our 
readers have m uch interest in, we know we have slipped. And if it is 
som ething that those few readers already know, then we know we 
have fallen on our faces.

I was shocked to learn that 
some children are born heroin 
addicts. 
Does this mean that drug 
addiction is a hereditary con­ 
dition? 
Mr. N. U. A., Mexico 
Dear Mr. A.: 
It is shocking and terrifying, 
but true, that hundreds of chil­ 
dren are born each year as her­ 
oin addicts. 
Let me clarify a misconcep­ 
tion. This is not a hereditary 
condition passed on through the 
m other’s genes or the chrom o­ 
somes to the child. 
Women heroin addicts rarely 
tell their doctors about their 
addiction for fear of prosecu­ 
tion. The result is that a heroin 
intoxication is passed on to the 
u n b o rn 
child 
th ro u g h 
the 
m other’s bloodstream. 
It is interesting, too, that this 
occurs despite the fact that the 
m other’s blood does not ever 
m ingle directly with the blood 
of the unborn child’s. 
For 
years, 
many 
children 
were found dead in their cribs 
shortly after birth w ithout any 
logical explanation for the ca 
lam ity. 
Now it is known that unex­ 
plained symptoms of the newly 
born child, such as poor breath­ 
ing, trem bling, twitching, con 
vulsions, and rapid respirations, 
m ay be due to withdrawal symp­ 
tom s of the child deprived of 
the heroin he was accustomed 
to before birth 
These children can be kept 
alive if the m other’s heroin 
addiction has been uncovered 
before the birth of the child 
D octors are exceedingly care­ 
ful in searching for evidence 
th a t the m other is taking heroin. 
If the m other is not an addict, 
but the fath er is, the child is 
not born with this horrendous 
problem . 
The effect of drug abuse with 
am phetam ines. LSD. and bar­ 


biturates is recognized as a dis­ 
tinct hazard to the unborn child. 
The danger of m arijuana dur­ 
ing pregnancy is under constant 
surveillance by health authori­ 
ties. 
All drugs, addictive and non- 
addictive, must be avoided as 
much as possible during preg­ 
nancy.

I thought gonorrhea was a 
tem porary illness that caused 
no com plication. 
I now know better and I wish 
I could tell buddies of my age 
that it has left both of my 
knees crippled for life.

for young 
people, many still believe that 
gonorrhea is a sim ple “youth 
ful experience’’ of no im por­ 
tance.

gonococcus germ can most often 
be kept under control. 
W hen neglected, this germ 
can invade the joints of the

Young girls often have exten 
sion of the gonorrheal infection 
to th eir tubes and ovaries, and 
thus may give up the possibility 
of bearing a child later in life.
